Now Uiere 
are over 50,000 microscopes in 
u se in th is cou ntry. Th ese serv­ 
iceable tools can sh ow 
images 
2.000 tim es larger th an life. Th e 
fam ou s “naked” h u m an eye can 
see no object th a t is less th an 
1-125 of an inch long. 
T h at is, th e h u m an eye can 
distingu ish tw o points w'h en th ey 
are .008 inch es apart, and no 
m re. Now comes th e su perm icro­ 
scope th at can resolve tw o points 
1-10,000,000 of an inch apart. 
Electron Micro sco pe. 
To pu t it anoth er way, th e or­ 
dinary microscope m agnifies 2,- 
000 tim es, th e su per-m icroscope 
10.000 to 30,000 tim es. 
Ph oto­ 
graph ic 
enlargem ents 
can 
be 
m ade 100,000 to 200,000 tim es life 
size. 
One 
of th e sm allest objects 
th a t can be seen u nder th e or­ 
dinary m icroscope is th e tu bercle 
bacillu s. A grou p of th em looks 
like little fine bits of h air clip­ 
pings. I h ave ju st seen a ph oto­ 
graph of a tu bercle bacillu s m ade 
by th e su per-m icroscope th at is 
as big as m y th u m b. 
Th e su per-m icroscope is know n 
as th e electron microscope. 
Th e 
sou rce of ligh t is electrons from a 
h ot 
tu ngsten w ire coated w ith 
salts, from w h ich electrons ém erge 
into a vacu u m . Th ey bom bard and 
pass th rou gh som eth ing like X - 
rays th e object to be exam ined. 


Th e possibilities of even larger 
m agnifications can be proph esied 
from w h at we now know of th e 
electron microscope. 
Help to Science 
W h at can be expected in m edi­ 
cal science from th is new m icro­ 
scope? Several years ago an am a­ 
teu r 
London 
m icroscopist 
an­ 
nou nced th e possibility of finding 
th e cau se of cancer w ith a m icro­ 
scope devised by h im w h ich en­ 
larged m any m agnifications more 
th an th e ordinary microscope. Bu t 
h is instru m ent was a poor th ing 
com pared to th e electron m icro­ 
scope. 
His idea, h ow ever, was 
sou nd. We can expect to see m any 
details of th e cell, not only of th e 
cancer cell, bu t of norm al cells 
by su fficient m agnification. 
Th en th e field of th e viru ses— 
th ose cau ses of disease su ch as 
sm allpox, ch icken pox and infan­ 
tile 
paralysis—w h ich 
are 
now 
called u ltra-m icroscopic—m ay be 
opened u p and th e.se objects h ith ­ 
erto elu sive to any m agnification 
of vision we possess m ay be re­ 
vealed. 
To see th e protein 
molecu le, 
w h ich m u st be large as molecu les 
go, bu t still sm aller th an any 
germ , is anoth er possibility.
